girl into a thousand fragments but al- 
so to wreck the palace. 


The girl, however, allowed tbe cup to 


fiill from her bands, instead of clashing 
it down with force, aud there was not 
snttieient concussion to cause an ex- 
plosion. 


Tho girl was au innocent party to the 


transaction, having- been led to believe 
that the cup contained poison, aud by 
dropping it she would save the cap- 
tain general's life. 


Tbe second attempt was made two 


nights later, when a dynamite bomb 
was placed in the mattress on which 
the captain general slept. 


Attached to it were two threadlike 


wires which communicated with a bat- 
tery. 


In disrobing Weyler's foot became 


entangled in the wires, and this led to 
the discovery of the plot.J

\Yhile the exceeding-great cry regard- 


ing1 the "53-cciit dollar." is having its 
inning, Ictus look fora moment into the 
question arid discuss the matter in a way 
that h-.is some element o£ reason in it. | 
There has. been much written on the 
subject, but there has probably been 
nothing' more to the point than the lit- 
tle review printed by Mr. A. J. Warner. 
In this he says that allied to the notion 
of "intrinsic value," if not 
growing 


directly out of that fallacy is the plati- 
tude often heard: "Put a dollar's worth 
of silver iu a dollar." 
IE the value- of 


the metals was intrinsic aud did riot 
depend ou the law of supply aud de- 
maud, then there might be some sense in 
such a demand; but us the value of both 
these metals depends on the law of sup- 
ply aud demand, and as demand foi 
them comes largely from monetary use, 
to ask that a given weight of one metal 
should have the same value with mone- 
tary use, or the demand for it for money, 
taken'from it, that the other has with 
the demand for it for money, doubled by 
the very act that took away the demand 
for money from the other, is so mani- 
festly impossible that the wonder is 
that any intelligent person should re- 
peat it; and yet nothing is more often 
heard than this absurd claim, and that, 
too, from otherwise intelligent people. 


The Vandcrbilts have two lines of 


railroad between New York and 
Buf- 


falo. Suppose they should take off from 
one of these Hues all through trains;, 
leaving only a few local trains to do 
a little local business, and double the 
trains on the other. 
Presumably the 


earnings of the two lines and the value 
of the stoek of the two roads would be 
in proportion to the business of each.

First, then, restore to silver the right 


of free coinage, the same as is accorded 
to gold, and the same that it possessed 
for indefinite ages prior to 1S73, nnd 
then, if the. coins of the two metals do 
not remain at par on the ration of six- 
teen to one, there might be seme reason 
for considering a readjustment of the 
mint ratio, but not till then.—Buffalo 
Times.
